Internal Revenue 
Collector Frank 
McCord yesterday sent out a circular to 
the banks which will be of interest to 
m any people in the city. 
The circular covers a great deal of 
gronnd, but the only rnling that has 
not been thoroughly understood in the 
city is as follows: 
“ Every time a 
draft is drawn upon a merchant or 
other person, accepted 
by him and 
made payable at a bank, requires a 
tw o cent stamp for each $100, or frac­ 
tion thereof, and every sight draft, so 
accepted, requires a two cent stamp. 
This is in addition to the stam p re­ 
quired on the draft when originally 
draw n. 
It has been reported to this 
office that some banks have permitted 
these acceptances to be charged to a 
customer’s account without being prop­ 
erly stamped.” 
The ruling will affect the business 
men of the city to some ex tent, as it has 
been the custom with a great many 
people when they accepted a draft to 
simply have it charged to their account 
and thus do away with m aking out a 
check and paying two cents revenue 
tax . 
By the ruling, as given above, 
they will in the future be compelled to 
pay the revenue on the draft, as Col­ 
lector McCord distinctly states that a 
draft shall, for $100 or fraction thereof, 
bear a two cent stamp when made out, 
and an additional two cents is dne 
when it is accepted.

The circular covers a great deal of 
ground, but the only ruling that has 
not been thoroughly understood in the 
oity is as follows: 
“Every time a 
draft is drawn upon a merchant or 
other person, accepted by him aud 
made payable at a bank, requires a 
two cent stamp for each $100, or frac 
tion thereof, and every sight draft, so 
accepted, requires a two cent stamp. 
This is in addition to the stamp re­ 
quired on the draft when originally 
drawn. 
It has been reported to this 
office that some banks have permitted 
these acceptances to be charged to a 
customer’s account without being prop­ 
erly stamped.” 
The ruling will affect the business 
men of the city to some extent, as it has 
been the custom with a great many 
people when they accepted a draft to 
simply have it charged to their account 
and thus do away with making .out a 
check and paying two cents revenue 
tax. 
By the ruling, as given above, 
they will in the future be compelled to 
pay the revenue on the draft, as Col 
lector MoOord distinctly states that a 
draft shall, for $100 or fraction thereof, 
bear a two cent stamp when made out, 
and an additional two cents is due 
when it is accepted.

In general tho destruction of wealth 
is a social aswell as an individual loss. 
Tho wealth that is used up in riotous 
living is diverted from better uses. Ex­ 
travagance is not necessarily luxury 
The mere transfer of wealth from one 
hand to another does not involve de­ 
struction. 
Consumption means using 
up. When a nation spends $250,000 for 
a great picture, the wealth is not de­ 
stroyed; it is simply transferred. When 
the jubilee plunger ran through $2,500,- 
OOO in 12 calendar months, the wealth 
of the world was diminished only by 
the amount of it he and those who 
sponged on him put down their throats 
aud otherwise wantonly destroyed. 
In 
so far as it was simply transferred to 
others to whom he paid extravagant 
prices, it was not destroyed. 
To give high prices for articles which 
are rare is not necessarily luxury, for 
the price and tho rare edition or the old 
master both remain. 
It is truo that ex­ 
travagance may mean tho transfer of 
wealth to those who will not use it 
well, but it does not usually mean this. 
It generally involves a transfer to the 
hands of those who will use it more 
wisely.—Journal of Ethics.

Internal Revenue 
Collector Frank 
McCord yesterday sent out a circular to 
the banks which will be of interest to 
m any people in the city. 
The circular covers a great deal of 
ground, but the only ruling that has 
not been thoroughly understood in the 
city is as follows: 
“ Every time a 
draft is drawn upon a merchant or 
other person, accepted 
by him aud 
made payable at a bank, requires a 
two cent stamp for each $100, or frac­ 
tion thereof, and every sight draft, so 
accepted, requires a tw o cent stamp. 
This is in addition to the stamp re­ 
quired on the draft when originally 
draw n. 
It has been reported to this 
office that some banks have permitted 
these acceptances to be charged to a 
customer’s account without being prop­ 
erly stamped.” 
The ruling will affect the business 
men of the city to some extent, as it has 
been the custom with a great many 
people when they accepted a draft to 
simply have it charged to their account 
and thus do away w ith making out a 
check and paying tw o cents revenue 
tax. 
By the ruling, as given above, 
they will in the future be compelled to 
pay the revenue on the draft, as Col­ 
lector McCord distinctly states that a 
draft shall, for $100 or fraction thereof, 
bear a two cent stam p when made out, 
and an additional two cents is due 
when it is accepted.

Major 
Daly states that he found the fresh j 
beef to be apparently preserved with j 
secret chemicals, which were injected I 
in quantities likely to be hurtful to the 
health of tho consumer. 
Major Daly also reports that when ; 
detailed to take charge of the transport 
Panama for conveying convalescents to 
the United States, he obtained 2,000 
pounds of fresh beef from tho commis­ 
sary at Ponce, “ which*looked well but 
has an odor similar to that of a d* ad 
human body after being injected with 
preservatives.”

W a s h i n g t o n , Dec. 31.-A s a result of 
the issue between General Miles ami 
General Eagan, concerning the quality 
of the beef supplied the army, and oil 
the written request of General Eagan, 
the war department issued a special or­ 
der tor the assembling of a board of offi­ 
cers in Washington on next Tuesday ut 
IO a. rn. to inquire into tile general sub­ 
ject of the quality of the beef supplied, 
aud particularly as to tho responsibility 
for the loss of 300,000 pounds of refrig­ 
erated beef scut to Porto Rico when the 
expedition under General Miles was 
there. 
A report from Major W. II. Daly, 
chief Burgeon United States volume* rs, 
to the adjutant general, on the inspec­ 
tions he made of the camps aud troop 
ships at i ainpa, Jacksonville, Chicka­ 
mauga aud Porto Rico, winch General 
Miles read during his testimony, was 
made public by the commission. Major 
Daly stales that he found the fresh 
beef to be apparently preserved with 
secret chemicals, which were injected 
iu quantities likely to be hurtful to the 
health of the consumer. 
Major Daly also reports that when 
detailed to take charge of tile transport 
Panama for conveying convalescents to 
the United States, he obtained 2,000 
pounds of fresh beef from tho commis­ 
sary at Ponce, “ which looked well but 
has au odor similar to that of adead 
human body after being injected with 
preservatives.” The meat was unpala­ 
table aud had to be thrown overboard, 
the 250 convalescents on board being 
without fresh beef. The report con­ 
cludes: 
“ Relieving that the commissary de­ 
partment has been unposed upon by 
the misdirected commercial spirit of 
persons furnishing fresh beef I respect­ 
fully recommend that the math r be in­ 
vestigated by experts.” 
Armour & Co. sent to Lieutenant! 
Colouel builth, the commissary officer, 
at Chicago, a long reply to questions by 
General E_au, claiming that they fur­ 
nished 
tinned roast beef

MOTES ON FOKEIGN TOPICS. 


N e w Y ork, Dec. 81.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: The year 1898 has 
not only been one ot victory, of im­ 
portant increase in territory aud of in­ 
calculable expansion of the influence of 
the United States among other nations, 
but has surpassed all other years in 
financial and industrial results. The 
center of financial power has crossed 
the ocean. 
After paying debts of sev­ 
eral hundred millions aoroad and con­ 
ducting a war to an honorable end, the 
country is lending so many millions in 
Europe taut, for the first time, banks 
abroad look to New York to dictate the 
rate of exchange. 
Exports have been about 1,250,000,000 
and the excess over imports about 617,- 
000,000, against 351,000.000 in I >507, and 
in two previous years the balance has 
risen to 300,000,000. In no past calendar 
year have net imports of gold reached 
75,000,000, but this year they have been 
about 140,000,000. 
November passed 
all previous months in value of produce 
exports over imports, but December has 
gone much beyond November. 
Exports of breadstuffs have been, in 
value, $283,018,204 in eleven months, 
aud have never been as large in any 
other year. Exports of wheat for the 
year, lacking a day or two, have been 
218,504,086 
bushels, 
flour 
included, 
slightly exceeded only by 225,665,812 
bushels in 1802, aud of corn 200,070,077 
bushels; only approached by 180,127,570 
bushels in 1807. 
The triumph in finance has been 
largely due to industrial progress. The 
output of pigiion has bien about ll,- 
645.000 tons, the greatest yet reached 
in any year by 2,000,000 tons and greater 
than Grert Britain ever reached by 2,* 
800.000 tons. 
Yet the consumption in 
manufacture has been still larger in 
spite of net exports of pig,in ten mouths 
163,080 tons, for unsold stocks were re­ 
duced in ll mouths 380,000 tons. 
Im­ 
ports of iron manufactures in ten 
mouths were about $87,644,536 in value, 
against imports of $13,407,817. 
Textile industries have been retarded 
by high prices of wool and abnormally 
low prices of cotton, both deterring pur­ 
chasers. 
In spite of enormous stocks held, 
wool was so lifted that buying both of 
wool and of goods was checked early in 
the year, but slow decline began in 
February. Sales have been only 232,* 
451,131 pounds at the three chief mar­ 
kets, so that the mills have probably 
used less than a full year’s supply and 
the stock of goods was also excessive a 
year ago. 
~ 
Failures in the United States for the 
week were 252, and in Canada 22, total 
274, against 289 last week, 293 the pre­ 
ceding week and 416 the corresponding 
week of last year, of wnich 395 were in 
the United Slates aud 21 Canada. Of 
failures in the United States 74 have 
liabilities exceeding $5,000 and 178 lia­ 
bilities less than $5,000.

Internal Revenue 
Collector Frank 
McCord yesterday sent out a circular to 
the banks which will be of interest to 
m any people in the city. 
The circular covers a great deal of 
gronnd, but the only ruling that has 
not been thoroughly understood in the 
city is as follows: 
“ Every time a 
draft is draw n upon a m erchant or 
other person, accepted 
by him aud 
m ade payable at a bank, requires a 
tw o cent stam p for each $100, or frac­ 
tion thereof, aud every sight draft, so 
accepted, requires a tw o cent stamp. 
This is in addition to the stam p re­ 
quired on the draft when originally 
draw n. 
It has been reported to this 
office that some banks have permitted 
these acceptances to be charged to a 
custom er’s account w ithout being prop­ 
erly stam ped.” 
The ruling will affect the business 
men of the city to some extent, as it has 
been the custom with a great many 
people when they accepted a draft to 
simply have it charged to their account 
and thus do away w ith m aking out a 
check and paying tw o cents revenue 
tax. 
By the ruling, as given above, 
they will in the future be compelled to 
pay the revenue on the draft, as Col­ 
lector MoOord distinctly states th at a 
draft shall, for $100 or fraction thereof, 
bear a two cent stam p when made out, 
and an additional two cents is dne 
when it is accepted.

W ashingnon, Dec. 31.—A cablegram

M a n i l a ,

Guam, in .lime last, the Spaniards re­ 
fused to recognize the authority of 
Francis Portusaeh, who was verbally 
authorized by Captain Glass to continue 
his former regime as governor, aud Jos­ 
eph Si-to, a former public adm inistra­ 
tor, was declared governor. 
He armed 
part of tho native guard and collected a 
tax of $0 a head. 
Ile had secreted lo 
tons of powder aud a small stock of am ­ 
munition when the island was taken by 
the Americans. 
The schooner also reports the mas­ 
sacre of tile Spanish garrison bv tile 
combined native forces at Panopi, Caro 
line islands. 
Henry Naoti, an educated 
chief, has been selected to be the ruler. 
He is reported to be favorable to Amer­ 
icans. 
The Spanish steamer Romulus, which 
arrived nere, confirmed the report that 
the insurgents at Iloilo were inclined to 
surrender that town to the Americans 
if satislied as to the form of govern­ 
m ent which will be accorded them. 
Chicago, Dec. 31.—Francis Portusaeh 
came to Chicago in I860. 
He was the 
son of a wealthy m erchant of Barce­ 
lona, Spain, who had numerous trading 
vessels in the Philippines aud other 
islands of the South seas. 
That city 
was his birthplace. 
While a boy young 
Portusaeh traveled considerably ou his 
father’s ships. 
After his father’s death 
and before he had reached his majority, 
Francis Portusaeh left home, which 
had been made unbearable by 
the 
tyranny of 
an elder 
brother. 
He 
shipped as a sailor before the mast and 
visited all parts of the globe, finally 
landing in America. 
When he came to Chicago he was not 
yet 21 years of age, but had a vast 
amount of experience in worldly af­ 
fairs. Having taken out his tirst papers 
live years previously Portusaeh, in 1660, 
became a citizen of the United States. 
Soon atter that he left Chicago and 
went to the Pantie coast. 
Ile was lost 
track oi by ins friends,but it was known 
he intended to sail for the South seas 
aud finally return home aud claim J he 
the fortune left by hts lather.

prices, it was not destroyed. 
To give high prices for articles which 
are rare is not necessarily luxury, for 
tile price and the rare edition or the old 
master both remain.

W a s h i n g t o n , Dec. 31.— As a result of 
the issue between General Miles and 
General Eagan, concerning the quality 
of the beef supplied the arm y, and ou 
the w ritten reque>t of General Eagan, 
the w ar departm ent issued a special or­ 
der tor the assembling of a board of offi­ 
cers in W ashington on next Tuesday at 
IO a. rn. to inquire into the general sub­ 
ject of the quality of the beef supplied, 
and particularly as to the responsibility 
for the loss of 30U.000 pounds of refrig­ 
erated beef sent to Porto Rico when tile 
expedition under General Miles was 
there. 
A report from Major W. IL Daly, 
chief surgeon United States volunteers, 
to the adjutant general, on the inspec­ 
tions he made of the camps and troop 
ships at lam pa, Jacksonville, Chicka­ 
m auga aud Porto Rico, which General 
Miles read during his testimony, was 
made public by the commission. 
Major 
Daly states that he found the fresh 
beef to be apparently preserved with 
secret chemicals, which were injected 
in quantities likely to be hurtful to the 
health of the consumer. 
M ajor Daly also reports that when 
detailed to take charge of the transport 
Panam a tor conveying convalescents to 
the United States, he obtained 2,000 
pounds of fresh beef from the commis­ 
sary at Ponce, “ which looked well bat 
has an odor sim ilar to th at ot a d> ad 
hum an body after being injected with 
preservatives.” 
The m eat was unpala­ 
table aud had to be throw n overboard, 
the 250 convalescents on board being 
w ithout fresh beef. 
The report con­ 
cludes: 
“ Believing that the commissary de­ 
partm ent has been imposed upon by 
the m isdirected commercial spirit of 
persons furnishing fresh beef I respect* 
fully recommend th at the m attir bu in­ 
vestigated by experts.” 
Arm our & Co. scut to Lieutenant 
Colonel binith. the commissary officer, 
at Chicago, a long reply to questions by 
General E_au, claim ing th at they fur­ 
nished 
tinned roast beef 
to Great

charged with gambling, was not com­ 
pleted in police court yesterday. 
William Pilgrim testified he had fol­ 
lowed the river almost all his life, and 
! last Saturday there was a big river, but 
he did not notice how far out Schnei­ 
der’s boat was. 
In cross examination 
the witness stated that the river last 
Saturday was above low water mark, 
and the boat was above low water 
mark. 
Alfred Haines testified : 
“ I reside in 
a shanty boat near Schneider and have 
lived there six or seven weeks. 
My 
boat was beside his on Saturday. 
His 
beat was about 50 feet from shore. 
I 
lashed two boats together and between 
IO and ll o’clock they were cut loose. 
Don’t know anything about other lines. 
The boat was tied or anchored under 
water. 
Been about the river all my 
life. 
An ordinary stage is about five or 
six feet. 
A low stage is between two 
and two and one-half feet. 
W,hen sur­ 
vey was made from Pittsburg through I 
was w ith them .” 
On cross examination 
the witness 
s a id : 
“ I 
came 
from 
W ashington 
county. 
The last high stage was a big 
river. 
The river has been pretty near 
seven foot ever since I have been here.” 
The prosecution began and the first 
witness was Officer W han. 
He said: 
“ I am a policeman. 
I went on boat of 
Mr. Schneider last Saturday. 
W ent on 
ferry boat and climbed over rail onto his 
boat. 
I noticed a rope running in di­ 
rection of flat. 
It was fastened to 
Schneider’s boat. 
I went on boat and 
he showed me around boat, and told me 
how it was fastened, but didn’t tell me 
about the rope. 
Schneider went out 
and when we looked out the rope was 
pulled 
in. 
A 
plank 
was 
on 
shanty boat that reached to edge of ferry 
boat.” 
Officer McMillan told practically the 
same story as Officer W han. 
He also 
saw the rope to Moore’s coal barge, and 
said it had been removed when he 
came out. 
Officer Mahony was called and told 
the same story as the 
two preceding 
witnesses. 
Officer W hite was also present at the 
arrest and told the same story as Officer 
W han. 
This closed the testimony in 
the case and Attorney Clark made the 
opening argument and was followed by 
Solicitor 
McGarry. 
Both 
attorneys 
quoted much law on the subject. 
At the close of the arguments Mayor 


I Bough decided that the boat was in Ohio 
when the arrests were made aud he 
therefore had jurisdiction to hear the 
charge of gambling against Schneider.

N e w Y o r k , Dec. 81.—R. G. Dun & 
Co.’s Weekly Review of Trade, issued 
today, said in part: The year 1898 has 
not only been one ot victory, of im ­ 
portant increase in territory aud of in­ 
calculable expansion of the influence of 
the United States among other nations, 
but has surpassed all other years in 
financial and industrial results. 
The 
center of financial power has crossed 
the ocean. 
After paying debts of sev­ 
eral hundred millions aoroad and con­ 
ducting a war to an honorable end, the 
country is lending so many millions in 
Europe taut, for the first time, banks 
abroad look to New York to dictate the 
rate of exchange. 
Exports have bern about 1,250,(JOO,OOO 
and the excess over imports about 017,- 
000,000, against 351,000.000 in 1897, aud 
in two previous years the balance has 
risen to 300,000,000. In no past calendar 
year have net imports of gold reached 
75,000,000, but this year they have been 
about 140,000,000. 
November passed 
all previous mouths in value of produce 
exports over imports, but December has 
gone much beyond November. 
Exports of breadstuffs have been, in 
value, $283,918,294 in eleven months, 
and have never been as large in any 
other year. 
Exports of w heat for the 
year, lacking a day or two, have been 
218,594,086 
bushels, 
flour 
included, 
slightly exceeded only by 225,605,812 
bushels in 1892, aud of corn 200,979,077 
bushels; only approached by 189,127,670 
bushels in 1897. 
H ie trium ph in finance has been 
largely due to industrial progress. The 
output of pignon has bien about 11,- 
645.000 tons, the greatest yet reached 
in auy year by 2,000,000 tons and greater 
than (Jrert Biitaiu ever reached by 2,* 
800.000 tons, 
dot the consumption in 
m anufacture has been still larger in 
spite of net exports of pig,in ten mouths 
163,089 tons, for unsold stocks were re­ 
duced in 11 mouths 380,009 tons. 
Im ­ 
ports of iron manufactures in ten 
m o u th s were about $87,644,536 in value, 
against imports of $13,497,817. 
Textile industries have been retarded 
by higii prices of wool and abnormally 
low prices of cotton, both deterring pur­ 
chasers. 
In spite of enormous stocks held, 
wool was so lifte<l that buying botti of 
wool and of goods was checked early in 
the year, but slow decline began in 
February. 
Sales have been only 232,* 
451,131 pounds ac the three chief nwir- 
kets, so that the mills have probably 
used less than a full year’s supply and 
the stock of goods was also excessive a 
year ago. 
Failures in the United States for the 
week were 252, and in Canada 22, total

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UNDAY, Jan. I, begins tho year 1809 
of tho ( hristian era, but there are 
citizens and residents who use other 
calendars. Mohammedan sailors and ped­ 
dlers of the leading seaports are still in tho 
thirteen hundred and sixteenth year of 
their era. 
I ho many Armenian refugees 
are iii the thirteen hundred and forty- 
seventh year of theirs. The orthodox Jews 
are In tho thirty-nine hundred an ’ f>ur- 
teenth year of tho Abrahamio er. 
The 
citizens of Chinatown in San Fra cisco, 
New 'i ork and the other largo cit ies are 
celebrating tho forty-seven hundred and 
fifty-first year since tho accession of Fuh 
Iii, their great civilizing emperor, while 
m any C hristian sects look at tho time as 
the fifty-six hundred and fifty-ninth year 
of tho world. 
In our new territory of 
Porto Rico tho educated Spanish still refer 
to tho Spanish era, which began 8.8 13. C. 
and is now 1,937 years old. 
The Philip­ 
pine Insurgents keep alive tho memory of 
their wrongs by using 32 s, tho num ber of 
the year which Is tho period that has 
elapsed since Luzon was conquered by tho 
Spanish arm s under Miguel Lopez do 
Legazpi. Our Mormon brethren commem­ 
orate their faith by calling the present 
tim e the seventy-sixth year since the angel 
disclosed the golden book of Mormon to 
Joseph Smith. 
Tho festival is very old, much older 
than civilization itself. 
It was Intended 
to commemorate tiio return of the sun 
which was fabled to have gone away or to 
have boon slain or wounded In tho poetry 
and m yths of the early northern races. 
Til is occurred at the w inter solstice, Dec. j 
21-22, and so far as was known was ob­ 
served by all prim itive nations as a time 
of joy. 
As hum an knowledge grow the 
moon became used as the measurer of 
time, tho very words moon and month 
m eaning originally the “ m easurer.” 
As 
the lunar and solar years never agree there 
arose early a tendency to break tho first 
festival into two, and this accounts for tho 
discrepancy which prevails among civi­ 
lized nations in regard to the observance of* 
tho great w inter festival. 
With tho Gor- 
mann-Gothic races the favorite is Yule or 
Christmas, but with the Latin races it is 
New Year’s. 
No better Illustration of 
the cosmopolitan character of our country 
could be found than our celebrating both 
festivals nod m aking Christm as and New 
Year's events of equal entertainm ent and 
joy. 
In the American celebration of New 
Year’s there is a distinct picture of our 
colonial history. 
In nearly every district 
tho prevailing .-tyle of observance is that 
of tho first settlers from Europe. 
Those 
who paid the* greatest attention to tho day 
wero the Dutch, French, H uguenots and 
Spaniards. 
The Dutch center of observ­ 
ance was New York and New Jersey. Tho 
French was Louisiana and Mississippi 
In tho southern states and Maine In the 
northern. 
The Huguenots settled first in 
New York, Massachusetts, North and 
South Carolina, while the Spanish had 
settlem ents In Florida, California, New 
Mexico, Arizona and Texas. 
Our good friends the pilgrim s and P u ri­ 
tans were a trifle austere, and their chief 
festival was tho day of Thanksgiving, 
which they themselves appointed. 
The 
younger people who wero encouraged by 
their m others kept up many of the older 
festivals of the fatherland. 
In this way 
there was a covert celebration of tho h ar­ 
vest moon, Halloween, Christmas, New 
Year’s and May day, these being the chief 
festivals of m errie England In ye olden 
time. 
The so called Cavalier settlors of Dela­ 
ware and Maryland, Virginia, the Caro­ 
linas and Georgia observed New Year’s as 
a day of rest and social entertainm ent, 
though w ithout any uniform characteris­ 
tics. The Scotch settlers, who went in the 
beginning chiefly to V irginia, West V ir­ 
ginia, Kentucky and Tennessee, treated the 
day with a m ild severity, although It is 
said th at on Now Y ear’s eve the allowance 
of Scotch whisky was doubled in every 
household. The Quakers under Penn gave 
tho occasion a religious significance, as 
did afterw ard the Methodists. 
Tho Ger­ 
mans or Palatines who came over in tho 
beginning of the eighteenth century and 
settled in New York and Pennsylvania 
had a hearty affection for tho day mid ex­ 
pressed it in shooting partial and social 
functions. In tho process of consolidation 
through which tho nation has gono tho 
old race lines have vanished, and most of 
tho special ft-aturei which marked the 
celebration by each elem ent have passed 
away or else boon so mod i lied as to loso 
their prim itive character. 
Thus in tile memory of m any who are 
alivo today a common New Year’s practice 


drinks 
served to the thirsty 
I he sport was a merry ono, espe­ 
cially after the good marksmen had im ­ 
bibed enough stim ulants to confuse their 
aim. 
The turkeys wero cheap in those 
days and frequently 30 or 40 shots would 
bo fired before ono struck the bobbing head 
and neck of the doomed bird. 
Many riflemen who were fabled to bo 
dont! shots wcro barred at these contests or 
else handicapped by additional distance or 
double and even treble foes. 
In both tho 
eastern and middle states the day was 
marked by sleighing parties in which 
enormous sleighs drawn by four, six and 
even eight horses and carrying from 20 to 
50 guests Would make the roads musical 
with their chatter, song and laughter. 
There were also pantomime parties and 
magic lantern parties. 
These old sleighs 
seem to have gone out of fashion, and tho 
pantomime has been perfectly unknown 
since tho death of George L. Fox. 
Tho 
toboggan has replaced the sleigh and cha­ 
rade house and church parties have taken 
the place of the hot and stuffy theater and 
village hall. 
The noble custom of New 
Year's calls which the Dutch carried to 
perfection if net extreme still obtains in 
some of the smaller cities and towns of tho 
middle states, but its glory has departed. 
By some queer coincidence its fashionable 
character was taken away by tho action of 
tho Knickerbocker Four Hundred of New 
York, who glory most of all in their Hol­ 
land descent. 
In place of tho decorated 
homo where lavish hospitality was dis­ 
pensed to every comer, stranger and friend, 
a card basket is now bung to tho door­ 
knob and a district telegraph boy conveys 
tho visiting card of every society roan. 
Tho French and Spanish m ark tho day by 
parades both m ilitary and ecclesiastical. 
These may be still ton nil in such places as 
New Paris in Maine, the French counties 
in Louisiana and the Spanish towns in 
New Mexico and Arizona, but the practice, 
which was very pretty and attractive, has 
degenerated in woeful style. 
In some parts of tho country there is a 
turnout of the m ilitia, and In others a 
procession of priests and devout worship-

In the eastern cities of late 
years there has been developed a new kind 
of ragamuffin ism, which on account of its 
hum orous character will probably last 
many seasons. 
It consists in children 
putting on masks and ridiculous garments, 
form ing into little squads and m aking 
“ make believe" calls upon tho houses of 
their respective members. 
Tho practice 
has grown rapidly and in many of the 
larger eastern cities is carried on by thou­ 
sands of light hearted little folks. 
An extraordinary and unpleasant cus­ 
tom has Ixhui developed In New York city. 
On the last night of the old year a good 
natured mob assembles on Broadway with 
T rinity church as a focus and there at tho 
stroke of 12 breaks out Into a hurricane 
of discord with fish horns, megaphones, 
tomtoms, clappers, cat calls, horse fiddles 
and other instrum ents of chaos.
